Measles. 

The State Board of Health reports 
that measles is one of the most con- 
tagious of all diseases. 

“Tt is communicated by personal 
eantaet with the discharges from an 
infected person, ar by contact with 
clothing, handerchiefs, or other ar- 
ticles fifected with the recent dis- 
charges from a person sick with mea- 
ales, The virus of measles is short- 
lived outside of the human body and 
probably cannot propagate itself ex- 
cept within the body, the specific 
germ living but a few hours in the 
presence of air and sunlight. Dis- 
charges from the’ throat, nose, and 
mouth of a patient‘are extremely dan- 

erous, and’ those from the eyes anc 

rs are also thought to carry the 

fontagion. i 

“Since the infection is spread by 
those sick, with measies during th: 
early stages, before it is possible te 
recognize the disease, and when the 
patient does not feel il] enough to gu 
te bed, the problem of restriction 0: 
nieagles becomes a question of taking 
avery pessible precaution. 

_ | “Thy first symptoms of measles arc 
thépe of catarrhal cold, coryza—a 
watery discharge from the nuse an 
eyes—together with some hoarseness 
and a high-pitched cough. The child 
apparently has a severe cold in the 
head, the eyes are red and unusually 
sensitive to light. 

“To aid in cutting down the spread | 
of measies to protect the child evi- 
dencing symptoms of measles, and to 
safeguard other children in the sam~ 
family or in neighboring families and 
at public schools, children with the 
initial symptoms of the disease should 
be separated from others—except 
necessary attendants—until the exact 
nature of the infection is determined.”

GRANGE HAS AN INSTRUCTIVE 
SESSION, 


At the last meeting of the Grange 
the “Lecture Hour” was given to the 
Soy Bean. 

Mr, Bailey gave a very good talk 
on its merits. Ne said we farmers 
are as a rule poor feeders, we should 
grow more protein feeds, and that we 
could “grow cotton seed meal at home” 
by growing Soy Beans. 

He had samples of Soy Beans from 
the experimental farm, and the Elmer 
Ostrander farm. He said some of the 
Soy Beans on the experimental farm 
attained the height of about 4 feet, the 
uverage being about 3 feet. Mr. 
Ustrander’s Were about 3 feet high. 

Mr. Ostrander told of his experi- 
ence with Soy Beans, on which he said 
his cows gained on cream, from 1 can, 
while feeding corn fodder ete., to 2% 
cans when he went to feeding Soy 
Lean Hay. He also estimated the 
cost of growing the soy bean hay at 
$& ver ton. 

William Merell 


said that in his 


ihome county, Wayne County, that the 


farmers grow a large acreage of Soy 
Beans every year and that they would 
not be without the Soy Bean, 

Henry and Morrison in “Feeds and 
Feeding” says that Soy Bean meal is 
superior to cotton seed meal for dairy 
cows. byt should be fed’ sparingly, 


‘that as a legume it is adapted to san- 


dy soils, that they aye an excellent 
feed for calves, sows, horses, hogs, 
sheep and steers, that they yield from 
12 to 40 bushel of seed per acre that 
the Soy Bean is richest in crude pro- 
tein of all the various seeds used for 
feed, that they are highly digestible, 
that owing to the high protein eon- 
tent they should always be fed with 
“Carbonaceous Concentrates,” and 
that they yleld from 1 to 3 tons of 
hay per aere. Call on Mr. Bailey and 
find out more of this wonderful plant. 
Come to the Grange meeting Feb- 
ruary 4th where they wil] be diseuss- 
ed more fully.

Milk—Keeping It Clean. 


Some one has wisely said: “The 
health of the child is the power of! 
the nation.” 


Though there is wonderful power 
for good in milk for the physical de- 
velopment of the child, that mighty 
source of good is often contaminated 
through ignorance, carelessness or 
greed, 

When a man prepares to milk a 
cow, he hag hardly fulfilled the re- 
quirements of sanitation when he 
gives the udder two or three casual 
passes with his hand and proceeds 
with the milking. 

The proper way to prepare a cow 
for milking is te have her well bed- 
ded the night before. The milker’s 
hands should be thoroughly washed, 
after other chores, before milking, 
His finger nails should be cut close. 
His clothes should be clean. He should 
be, preferably, smooth shaved, The 
cow’s flank, tail, teats, udder, and 
body adjacent should be washed. 
norning and night, with warm clean 
water and a clean cloth. These parts 
should then be wiped dry with a clean 
cloth. The milker should milk dry 
handed. The disgusting practice of 
some of wetting the fingers in milk 
by dipping into the pail or by milking 
on them should neither be practiced 
tor tolerated. 

The first jet of milk from each 
quarter of the udder should always 
ge to the floor instead of the pail. 

Milk should be removed from the 

stable as soon ag. drawn, as it 
promptly absorbs odors, 
It should have been milked into 
small-topped pails which prevent 
much of the hair and invisible dust, 
loosened by the working of the udder, 
from falling into the milk. 

_ Clean milk is a wonderful and deli- 
cious thing. Unclean milk is horribly 
disgusting. 

Visible dirt does not tell the whole 
story, some of the manure that falls 
into milk is dissolved, and is no long- 
er noticeable to the eye. 

If milk is measured out from a 
large can at the door of each custom- 
er, dust and dirt from the street 
as well as bacteria may get into it. 

The custom of delivering it in seal- 
ed bottles is much neater, and has 
the further advantage of giving 
buyers more uniform amounts of 
cream than where some get the top 
and some the bottom of milk taken 
from a large can. 


Milk the Possible Carrier of Disease. 

Disease germs may get into milk 
either directly from a diseased cow; 
or, indirectly from an infected person, 
from polluted water, or in some sim- 
ilar way. 

The most dreaded disease which 
may come directly from cows is tuber- 
culosis. 

There is quite enough evidence that 
tuberculosis may be carried in this 
way to make the use of milk from 
tubereulous cows too dangerous to be 
tolerated, even when the animals are 
only slightly diseased. 

_Searlet fever, typhoid fever, and 
diphtheria may be carried by milk. 

No water which is not above sus- 
picion should be used about the dairy 
for either drinking or washing. 

No person who has been: exposed in 
any way to such diseases should be 
allowed about the cows, the milk, or 
milk utensils. 

Milk should be quickly cooled be- 
fore bottling. 


Authorities Speak. 

Dr. Conn the eminent bacteriologist 
and milk expert, speaks of the pas- 
teurization of milk for thirty minutes 
at 145 degrees as the “American Ideal 
Method of Pasteurization.” 

He points out that, at that temper- 


ature, all diseage 
killed. 


H. E. Barnard, M. D. State Drag 
and Food Commissioner of Indiana 
Bays that milk, pasteurized or raw, is 
equally high in food value. 

In pasteurization no coagulation 
tukes place; the temperature is too 
low, the albumen stays in perfect 
solution, and the chemical compasi- 
lion is in no way changed by the heat- 
ing process, vee fe 

Weld made careful study of health 
of infants in connection with a Baby 
Milk Philanthropy, carried on in 
Washington, D. C., and found that 
babies fed raw milk and pasteurized 
milk showed but slight difference in 
average net daily gain in weight, dur- 
ing the test period. The slight dif- 
ference was in favor of pasteuriza- 
tion. 

Other investigations showed that 
the soluble phosphates, which form a 
valuable part of the mineral content 
of milk, do not become insoluble at 
temperature of pasteurization. 

The fat content was quite unchang- 

ed by heating for pasteurization. 
_ Dr. McCollum, great nutrition spec- 
injist, says: “In milk are found the 
growth promoting bodies absolutely 
necessary to proper growth. These 
bodies are fot injured by heating. 

“Infant mortality is decreasing 
where pasteurized milk is fed. Other 
diseases of infants and children are 
Gimishing in severity with coming of 
better feeding methods. 

“Pasteurization puts milk into best 
rossible form for infant feeding. 

“It increases safety. It removes in- 
fection.” 

C. H. Lerrigo, M. D., Presi- 
dent Kansas Society for Study and 
Frevention of Tuberculosis says: 

“By pasteurization milk suffers no 
damage, not even so much as a dis-- 
turbance in rising of cream. Diph- 
theria germs die at 120 degrees of 
heat; Pus germs die at 133 degrees of 
heat; Typhoid germs die at 135 de- 
grees of heat; Tuberculosis germs die 
at 138 degrees of heat. 

“Practically all disease germs are 
killed before 140 degrees of heat is 
reached; whereas the milk enzymes, 
which must be preserved, are not af- 
fected at all. 

“Pasteurization does not disturb the 
actions of the enzymes or vitamines 
of milk.” 

He adds: “Measures texclude germ 
life from milk that would have been 
considered absurd twenty. years ago 
are:

Elevated to the Papai Throne in 1914, 
His Life Was Saddoned by the Atro- 
cities of the Great War—Or. 
dained Priest in 1874. 


Rome, Jan. 21.—Benedict XV, the 
259th sovereign pontiff of the Church 
of Rome, died late tuday at the Vati- 
can. The end came after a day of ex- 
treme agony and delirium, relieved at 
times by merciful periods of sleep. 

At one time during the day’ there 
was slight hope that the pope might 
survive, as he lapsed into appurently 
restful and refreshing slumber. This 
hope wus shuttered later when, on 


and suffering. 

He bad Japsed into delirius earlier 
in the day and fuiled to recognize any 
one at the bedside, and during the 
early hours of the férenoon death was 
expected within a few hours. 

The pope was if: extretne weakness 
and restless, 

Lying with closed eyes, he mur- 
mured “Peace, peace,” evidently allud- 
ing suoconsc{ousiy {0 the great mission 
of the pontificate in war time. 


Tragic Scene at Dawn. 

Other undistinguished messages fell 
from his tips from time to time, but 
his vitality nad sunk so low that he 
spoke in the werkest of whispers. 

The day dawned upon a tragic scene 
at the Vatican. The papal epurt jolued

the cardinals tn prayer. Outside in 
the pinazn of St. Peter's-a crowd of 
reverent men and women, mostly 
kneeling with faces heavenward, ut- 
tered their supplications for the recov- 
ery of the Holy Father 

The four attending physicians did 
all {n their power to relieve hig suffer- 
ings, but they eould hold out- no hope 
for wtmute recovery. The strafn was 
telling on all, In the anteroom off 
the sick-chamber high prelates of the 
church, faces drawn with the agony 
of their sorrow, prayed without ces- 
sation. 

Suffers Great Pain. 

At 8a. m. the Holy Puther was still 
breathing, but Was in great pain and 
suffering agonized contractions of the 


throat. A brief bulletin was Issued 
saying: 
“His holiness is weaker. The symp- 


toms of pneumonia have extended.” 
By this time all hope had been ahan- 
doned and the most optinistie of the 


Vatican entourage had come to realize | 


that the end was 8 matter of hours Lf 
not minutes. 
Realizes Approach of End. 

When the pope fost consciousness 
late Friduy afternoon the attending 
physicians did not hesitate in expregs- 
ing thelr fears that death was at hand, 

The pope had been sinking all day, 
due to inthammation of the ‘Jungs aud 
weak heart action, but hud retained 
consctousness. When he sank into a 
stnte of coma, after many hours of 
patient suffering, all preparations had 
been made and all pre-deuth ceremo- 
nies completed. 

Shortly before noon the Vatican an- 
nounced that the pontiff had requested 
the last sacraments, reallzing that he 
was dying. 

Throughout the afternoon he wag 
Kept alive by use of oxygen and arti. 
ficial heatt stimulants. At night the 
four physicians at the pontifical bed: 
side administered these restoratives at 
frequent intervais, 

Shortly after noon Mer. Zampani 
administered the last sacranient,

The’ 
few cardinuls gathered about the pons 
tlff’s bedside recited the Psalms in 
subdued tones while the ceremony 
tasted, 

The grand penitentiary of the sa- 
cred college, surrounded by assistants,’ 
then approached the bedside and read 
to the pentill the profession of faith: 
as formulated by the Vatican and the 
‘trent councils. 


Monks Recite Formulas. 


Cardinal Giorgi, after reading thea 
profession of fuith, gave to the pon- 
tiff the absolution to articulo mortis. 
As though to tmpress op every one 
Within bearing the solemnity of the 
occasion, the words of the formula 
were pronounced sluwly. 

. The heads of all the various re- 
ligious orders in Rome then entered 
the sick-chamber, 
bestowed on the pope the indulgences: 
of the various orders which each rep- 
resented. Thruughout the ceremony 


‘la profound silence pervaded the room, 


which was broken only by the low 
voice of each aged monk gs he recited 
the formula for his order. 

. Following tbe. ceremony the proces- 
sion slowly returned to the Basilica 
of St. Peter. 
ates, whose duty it is to assist the 
pontiff until bis death, remained 
around the sick man. 

Groups of nuus and monks. belong- 
ing to nearly all of the religious or- 
ders having convents or monasteries 
in Rome gathered in the space extend- 
ing from the great bronze doors of the 
Vaticun to the top of the Scala Regia, 
praying for the pope. 


HAD FILLED HIGH POSITIONS 


Pope Benedict Prominent in Church 
Counsels Before His Elevation 
to the Papal Throne, 
Pope Benédict XV rose to the su- 
preme head of the Catholic church 
Sept. 6, 1914, less thun six months 


} after he was elevated to the cardinal- 


ship. He was born of noble parents 
at Pogli, near Genoa, Italy, Nov, 21, 
1854, His father was Marquis Della 
Chiesa. 

Educated at Capronican college and 
the Academy of "ecclesiastics, he was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1878. 
He was taken to Madrid, Spain, by 
Cardinal Rampolia, and for four years 
was secrelury of the nunciature In 
Spain, In 1901 he was appointed con- 
sultor of the holy office and In 1907 
Pope Pius gave him the appointment 
of archbishop of the see of Bologna. 
He was made a cardinal in May, 1914. 

Pope Benedict was much affected by 
the horrors and sorrow of the World 
war and mauy times tried to bring 
about peace negotiations, Germany‘s 
violation of Belgium's neutrality filled 
him with great sorrow and after the 
sinking of the Lusitania, he telegraph- 
ed the German emperor telling hig 
abhorrence of the deed. 

Pope Benedict's first appeal _ for 
peace was issued one week after hia 
coronation. The appen! failed to bring 
results, as did also his later plan for 
a Christmas truce. In January and in 
July, 1915, he again tried to bring 
about peace negotiations. In March, 
1916, he repeated his attempts and tn 
May of the same year suggested that 
America should act as concillator be- 
tween the warring nations. His note 
to President Wilson so this effect 
reached _Washington when Germany 
and the United States were involved 
in a diplomatic crisis. The Vatican ap- 
proved of President Wilson's peace 
note in 1917, but three months later 
the United States entered the war. 

The Pope’s most memorahle appeal 
for peace was issued in his own hand- 
writing on August 8, 1917. and asked 
belligerent rulers to end the struggle. 
During the peace conference his pieas 
were issued In behalf of weaker na- 
tions, 

Just before the conference President 
Wilson had a private conference with 
Pope Benedict at the Vatican in which 
“many questians of 9 social and inter- 
national ‘nature were discussed. 

The settlement of the 700-year-old 
Irish problem was received with great 
plensure by the pope, who issued a 
Message congratulating the principale 
in the negotiations.

down this river to the Black sea. 

The name Ukraine means “harder- 


other migrating Orientals, As a re- 
sult ft has had cruel taskimasters, 


The native population was largeby : 


Cossacks—a wild and unruly people 


at that time. They were uot original: j 
ly a tribe, but were men whe went} 


forth into the wilderness to find free 
dom. The vast steppes, covered with 
grass to the height of a borse, within 
which a multitude of game lurked, 
lured them on. 

There were Poler and Lithnanions 
and Russians and even Turks among 
them. They hecame marvelous shots. 
riders, and swiminers; thelr herses 
were famous for thelr swiftness ane 
endurance. Their differences geradunal- 
ly blended in a untty of purpose and 
principle. 


Crude Republican Government. 


The name Zuporogians was applied 
to the community that was the heurt 
and soul of the great Ukraine, Their 
government was crude, but very re- 
publican in form. Each year the old 
officers Iafd down their duties tn the 
presence of a general assembly, even 
in that day called the rada, and new 
ones were then chosen. 

As any member of the trihe could be 
elevated to the highest office, {t per- 
mitted each one to aspire to this dig- 
nity. The highest oftieial was known 
as the “hetman.” If unpopular, he was 
sometimes choked to Hleath—an effec- 
tive, if cruel, displacement. 

They carried on an intermittent war- 
fare with Tafars on the east, stealing 
their cattle and occasionally sacking 
the unprotected towns. Again, their 
warring excursions would be directed 


| against the Turks to the southeast, In 


the Balkans. When tlred of this they 
turned northward to the Slavonic pop- 
ulation, 

These early Ukrainians were ever 
at war with somebody and for some- 
body. They fought with Poland 
against Russia, with Russfa against 
Poland, with Poland against Turkey, 
with Turkey against the Tatars. They 
assisted in placing an unfrocked monk

Political Stability Must Be Estab- 
lished Declares Count Uchida in 
Speech Before Diet. 


Washington—fronsideration of her 
own safety compels Japan to continue 
for the present her forces in the mari- 
time provinces of Siberla, Foreign 
Minister Uchida declared before the 
diet in Tokio, according to a text of 
his speech made public Sunday by the 
Japanese embassy. 

Count Uchida declared in his speech 
that upon the re-establishment of po- 
litical stability in Siberia, the Japan- 
ese would jose no time in withdraw- 
troops. He explained that 
the principal object of the negotia- 
tiohs wjth the far eastern republic of 
Chita, apart from a discussion of ques- 
tioms concerning general commerce, 
was to obtain the assurance from the 
Chita government that Japanese lives 


there would be security of general 
traffic, a removal of menace to Jap- 
anese national existence and a safe- 
guarding of industry. 

The foreign minister was quoted by } 
the embassy ag continuing: “We have 
eo territorial ambition nor any inten-

Count Uchida said it was a matter 
of sincere regret that not only have 
peace and unity not been restored in 
China but the situation there lately 
appears to he developing in the oppo- 
site direction.

since January 1. 1920. About 300,000 
employes are affected.

The London 
Times, {a suggeating that the only fit- 
ting teating place for the remains of 
such mn man was the Abbey, in which 
the most illustrious Englishmen are 
laid, declared: 

“Statesmen, men of science, philan- 
thropists, the acknowledged benefactors 
of their race, might pass away, and 
yet not leave the vold which will be 
caused by the denth of Dickens . . . 
However pre-eminent in station, ability 
or pubHe services, they will not huve 
been, like onr great and genial novelist, 
the intimate of every household. In- 
deed, such a position is attained not 
even by one man In an age.” 

Dickens had Jeft instruction that he 
be buried privately, without previous 
publfe announcement of time or pince.

‘“y, All milk, intended for babies 
should he pasteurized in the home. An 
ordinary double boiler furnishes a sat. 
isfactory way. 

2. Fill both parts of double boile: 


with water. Depth of inner compart 
ment should be such that when the 
nursing bottles are placed therein, thc 
height of the water be slightly above 
height cf milk in bottles. 

8. Place double boiler on stove, anc 
put nursing bottles containing milk 
to be pasteurized in water of. inne: 
compartment. Tops of bottles should 
be tightly stoppered with clean, non- 
absorbent cotton, 

4. Place dairy thermometer in wa- 
ter. When temperature of water 
reaches 150 degrees Fahrenheit, re- 
move double boiler to back of stove 
and alluw to stand coverea 30 to 40 
minutes. 

5. Then chill milk quickly. Set bot- 
tles in large dish pan or bread pan 
containing cold water. 

A single bottle can best be quickly 
chilled by holding side of bottle un- 
der running water at such angle that 
ni" is not spilled nor cotton plug 
wet.

TELLS AGRICULTURAL CONFER. 
“ENCE PROJECT 16 FEASIBLE 
AND NECESSARY. 


MEANS LOWER FREIGHT COSTS 


Access of Ocean Vessels to Lake 
Ports Would Stimulate Agricul- 
ture and industry: 


Washington—Feasibility of the Bt. 
Lawrence-Great Lakes waterways pro 
ject ‘is unquestioned” President Hard 
ing declared Monday before the Na 
tional Agricultural conference. . 

“l have spoken,” the president said, 
“of the advantage which Europe en- 
joys because of its easy access to the 
sea, the cheapest and surest transpor 
tation facflity. In our own country Is 
presented one of the world’s most at 
tractive opportunities for extension of 
the seaways many hundreds of milee 
inland. The heart of the continent, 
with its vast resources in both ‘agrl- 
culture and industry, weuld be brought 
in communication with all] the ocean 
routes by the execution of the St. 
Lawrence waterway project. 

“To enable ocean going vessels to 
have access to all the ports of the 
Great Lakes would have a most 
stimulating effect upon the industrial 
fe of the continent's interior. 

“The feasibility of the project is up 
questioned, and its cost, comparec 
with some other great engineering 
works, would be small. Disorganized 
and prostrate, the nations of central 
Europe are even now setting thelr 
hands ta the development of a gréat 
continental waterway, which, connec- 
ting the Rhine and Danube, will bring 
water transportation from the Black 
to the North sea, from Mediterranean 
to Baltic. 

Three hundred delegates represent- 
Ing agriculture in all ite phases and 
the industries related to farming at- 
tended the opening séssion, which 
was convened by Secretary Wallace. 

Development of a thorough code of 
law and business procedure, with the 
proper machinery of finance, to assure 
the farmer as generous a supply of 
working capital on as reasonable 
terms as is granted to other industries 
was advocated by the president. 

Lines on which financial support of 
agriculture may be organized, Mr. 
Harding said, are suggested in the 
plan of the federal farm loan board 
and in those rural finance societies 
which have been so effective in some 
European countries. 

The president told the conference 
that “concerning the grim reality of 
the present crisis in agriculture there 
can be no difference of opinion among 
informed people.”
